ARCATA — The Gateway Area 
Plan (GAP) got more attention at 
last week’s Planning Commission 
meeting, with more to come, in- 
cluding City Council involvement. 

But that top-level scrutiny 
could be limited. One coun- 
cilmember, Mayor Stacy At- 
kins-Salazar, has already been 
disqualified from considering 
the GAP because she lives too 
close to the Gateway Area, while 
others’ involvement could also 
be limited due to conflicts of 
interest. City Attorney Nancy 
Diamond is working on a mem- 
orandum detailing the various 
councilmembers’ conflicts and 
how to avoid them as GAP con- 
sideration continues. 

The plan is an element of the 
Arcata General Plan 2045, now 
under development, with the 
Gateway Area the first of sev- 
eral “Opportunity Infill Areas” 
in which the city hopes to site 
“vibrant, mixed-use, mixed-in- 
come, high-quality, high-densi- 
ty” neighborhoods. 

“There are zoning amendments 
happening all over the city,” Loya 
said. Those will have to be consid- 
ered individually, with whichever 
councilmembers who are clear of 
conflicts participating 


However, overall General Plan 
2045 consideration is, by law, 
available to all councilmembers. 
Meanwhile, said Community De- 
velopment Director David Loya, 
the Planco is free to consider all 
aspects of the GAP. 

Meanwhile, the Planco will 
meet again to consider design is- 
sues at a special meeting tomor- 
row, Aug. 4 and again on Aug. 9, 
and will hold a study session with 
the council on Aug. 23. 

Commissioner Judith Mayer 
said that’s hard to do at the mo- 
ment, despite the draft policy lan- 
guage so far reflecting “best plan- 
ning practices in America today.” 
But without details of the form- 
based code on which it is based, 
Mayer said “there’s no way that 
either the Planning Commission 
or the City Council can responsi- 
bly rely on ministerial approval 
for specific projects.” Especially, 
she said, new or unusual projects. 

Until more is known about 
what can be approved by staff via 
the form-based code’s stream- 
lined process, Mayer said, those 
processes can’t be adopted. 

Regarding the GAP’s design 
chapter, Mayer said that sea level 
rise will lift the area’s water ta- 
ble, complicating planning, and 
that possible sites contaminated

Nordic fish farm at county decision point

HUMBOLDT — Humboldt 
County’s Planning Commission 
will consider a mix of public com- 
ment on the Nordic Aquafarms 


fish farm project when it makes 
a decision on its coastal develop- 
ment permit this week. 

After hearing presentations 
and about two hours of public 
comment at a July 28 hearing, 


commissioners bumped their de- 
cision-making to their meeting 
this week, on Thursday, Aug. 4. 
The most numerous comments 
during the hearing came from

Dog park, skate park and a tiny village included in Manila plans

MANILA - A skate park, 
fenced area for dogs to play, 
multi-use courts, improved 
trails and a tiny house vil- 
lage are among the features 
included in conceptual 
plans for Manila Park. 

The Manila Communi- 
ty Services District’s engi- 
neers, GHD, subcontracted 
with Wildling Design Studio 
to create the plans, which 
will be used to obtain state 
grant funding for the 11-acre 
park, located on the east 
side of the sandy outpost. 

Manila District Manager 
Chris Drop told the Manila 
CSD Board of Directors at 
its July 19 meeting the park 
plans were created using 
input from the Redwood 
Community Action Agen- 
cy’s 2019/2020 surveys and 
community meetings. 

At its July 19 meeting, 
the Manila board did not 
take any action on the plans. 
It only reviewed them. The 
board may review specific 
projects in the plans when 
funding becomes available. 

Wildling Design Stu- 
dio created two conceptu- 
al plans for the park — one 
called The Rambles, the 
other The Axis. 

The Rambles 
The park currently has 


a play area, picnic area, re- 
strooms, a multi-use field, 
tennis courts and a disc golf 
course. The Rambles plan 
would realign the field and 
the tennis court. 

“The site lays out park 
amenities along meander- 
ing paths pulling park vis- 
itors through the site to 
more fully access and occu- 
py the site,” states the plan. 

The plan includes more 
than a mile of trails, a re- 
designed disc golf course, a 
paved multicourt, a group 
barbecue area, a skate park, 
tennis courts, play areas 
and developed overlooks. 

The Axis 

The other conceptual plan 
is called The Axis. “The site 
emphasizes social activity 
laid out along two primary 
axes that emphasize sight- 
lines in park,” the plan states. 

The Axis plan includes 
more than half a mile of 
trails, a dog park, a skate 
park, a multi-use field, ten- 
nis court, disc golf course 
and a tiny house village lo- 
cated at the site of the old 
campground, which has 
been closed since the pan- 
demic started. 


Board member John 
Broderick questioned 
whether the community 


would support a tiny house 
village at the park given 


last year’s controversy over 
a proposal to reopen the 
campground. 

Neighbors submitted a 
petition opposing the re- 
opening of the campground 
last fall. They claimed the 
campground was an eye- 
sore that brought petty 


criminals to the area. The 
board ultimately decided to 
keep it closed. 

“T would imagine the tiny 
homes would engender sim- 
ilar feelings,” Broderick said. 

Drop told the board that 
projects included in the 
plans would be brought back 


to the board for review if 

funding becomes available. 
The district has about 

$180,000 in grant funds

ARCATA - The City of Arcata is preparing to imple- 
ment the Redwood Park Improvement Project in sum- 
mer 2023. To assist with that, the city is seeking commu- 
nity input to refine the playground theme and equipment 
elements planned for the park. Community members are 
encouraged to take a few minutes to complete an online 
survey at tinyurl.com/RedwoodParkSurvey. 

Several years ago the city initiated a Redwood Park 
Master Plan process with involvement from community 
members and families. Conceptual improvement designs 
were completed in 2020, and the City has since secured 
construction funding from multiple sources. 

Redwood Park is the City of Arcata’s premier commu- 
nity park in the redwood forest, providing active and pas- 
sive recreation opportunities for people of all ages. The 
Redwood Park Improvement Project seeks to renovate 
park facilities to ensure families can continue to make 
memories in this unique forested park setting. Renova- 
tions are planned to include replacement of playground 
equipment, accessible parking and trail improvements, 
a bicycle pump track, basketball court resurfacing, out- 
door amphitheater relocation and conservation of red- 
woods in the playground area. 

Potential playground themes are castle adventures, 
redwood ecology, nature, playable art, ships and fitness.

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Eureka Recycling Center 
temporarily closing as 
SB 1383 changes kick in 


Crry oF ARCATA 

ARCATA — As of Monday, Aug. 1 Arcata residents 
will need to find a new location to recycle certain items. 
The Humboldt Waste Management Authority (HWMA) 
is temporarily closing the Eureka Recycling Center on 
West Hawthorne Street in Eureka. 

According to HWMA, the Transfer Station side of the 
facility will continue to accept household recycling (glass, 
plastic, paper, cardboard, cans), carpet, tires, and hazard- 
ous waste materials (batteries, lightbulbs, chemicals, etc.). 

Items that are not being accepted can be taken to the 
following locations: 

+ Appliances — Recology Eel River (965 Riverwalk Dr., 
Fortuna) 

+ Scrap Metal — Arcata Scrap and Salvage (192 G St., 
Arcata) or Eel River Salvage (850 Riverwalk Dr., Fortuna) 

+ TVs and E-waste - Recology Eel River (965 River- 
walk Dr., Fortuna) or Humboldt Sanitation (2585 Cen- 
tral Ave., McKinleyville) 

The temporary closure of the Eureka Recycling Center 
will allow HWMA and Humboldt County Jurisdictions, 
including the City of Arcata, to work toward SB 1383 
compliance by utilizing the vacated space to conduct or- 
ganics collection and processing activities. 

SB 1383 is a new California law, considered the largest 
change to waste management in 30 years, and will affect 
everyone. It includes organics recycling and edible food 
recovery. All businesses and residents will need to sub- 
scribe to an organics collection service when those ser- 
vices become available. Stay tuned for more information 
about organics collection services and the new location 
for the Eureka Recycling Center.

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Rep. Huffman announces 
local airport fixup funds 


CONGRESSMAN JARED HUFFMAN 

SAN RAFAEL - Congressman Jared Huffman on July 
25 announced $16.1 million in funding from the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) for airport improvement 
projects in California’s Second Congressional District. 
The funding is going to four airports along the North 
Coast to assist with much-needed upgrades and reha- 
bilitation and was allocated through the FY2022 federal 
funding package that Rep. Huffman voted to pass. 

“These airports are vital parts of our 
region that have been long overdue for 
funding to better serve the folks who 
rely on them. Investments in a life- 
line airport like ACV are essential for 
the safety of the travelling public and 
to the economies of rural areas,” said 
Rep. Jared Huffman, who serves on the 
House Transportation and Infrastruc- 
ture Committee. “We need to maintain 
and improve this infrastructure regu- 
larly to meet the increasing demands. I’m glad to have de- 
livered this funding, which will help fuel our local economy 
and boost safety, commerce and tourism in air travel.” 

The funds through the FAA Airport Improvement 
Program will pay for runway rehabilitation and exten- 
sions in Humboldt and Sonoma counties. More than $13 
million will repave and stabilize the runway at the Cali- 
fornia Redwood Coast-Humboldt County Airport (ACV), 
which was last done in the early 1990s. The project will 
stabilize the runway and allow it to operate safely for an- 
other 10 to 20 years and better handle the larger aircraft 
that now service ACV. The main runway will have 2 inch- 
es of asphalt removed and replaced with 6 inches of fresh 
asphalt. Outdated lighting and electrical infrastructure 
will also be replaced and upgraded. Construction is ex- 
pected to begin in spring 2023. 

Also funded are wildlife hazard assessment and manage- 
ment plans and electrical systems studies for Murray Field 
Airport outside Eureka and Rohnerville Airport outside 
Fortuna. In Novato, $900,000 will go toward extending 
the Gnoss Field Runway and $1.725 million will allow Pet- 
aluma Municipal Airport to rehabilitate the aircraft apron. 

“We really want to thank Congressman Jared Huffman 
for the continued support he provides for us on the North 
Coast,” said Virginia Bass, Fourth District supervisor and 
chair of the Humboldt County Board of Supervisors. “Re- 
ceiving over $13 million in Federal Aviation Administration 
funds would not have been possible without his ongoing 
partnership. These projects will have an impact on so many 
residents and visitors in our region for years to come.”

HOOPA - On Thursday, July 28 at about 2:52 p.m., 
Humboldt County Sheriffs deputies were dispatched to 
a Hoopa residence for the report of a domestic violence 
victim with serious injuries. 

Deputies arrived at the residence and located an 
adult female victim. The victim was transported to a lo- 
cal hospital for treatment of her injuries. Through their 
investigation, deputies determined 
the suspect to be 21-year-old Nicoma 
Redman Sanderson. Sanderson was 
located and taken into custody at a 
residence on Hospital Road in Hoopa. 

Sanderson was booked into the 
Humboldt County Correctional Facil- 
ity on charges of assault with a deadly 
weapon other than a firearm, battery 
with serious bodily injury and inflict- 
ing corporal injury. 

In the United States, more than 10 
million adults experience domestic violence annually.

Nordic | To produce 23 metric tons of salmon per year 
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members of two groups — the Oper- 
ating Engineers Local 3 labor union 
and 350 Humboldt, which advocates 
for cutting carbon emissions. 

Construction workers said Nordic’s 
project will benefit the community 
with local food production and jobs. 
Members of 350 Humboldt flagged 
the project’s substantial energy use. 
Certifying the project’s Environmen- 
tal Impact Report (EIR) is part of the 
commission’s approvals. 

County Planner Cade McNamara 
and Byron Turner of consulting firm 
LACO Associates detailed the mea- 
sures bringing the project’s impacts 
to less than significant levels. 

The 766,530-square-foot fish farm 
will produce 23 metric tons of Atlan- 
tic salmon a year. 

Its 22-megawatt daily energy load 
is offset by requiring use of the Red- 
wood Coast Energy Authority's 100 
percent renewable option, said Mc- 
Namara. 

He also said nitrogen levels of 
wastewater discharge into the ocean 
will fall well below an allowable max- 
imum and the temperature of the 
discharge will only be “slightly high- 
er” than the sea water, by 0.1 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The state will permit the discharg- 
ing and McNamara said Nordic’s 
monitoring of it will be “well in ex- 
cess” of the state’s requirements. 

There’s concern about aquatic spe- 
cies getting sucked into the fish farm’s 
bay water intakes but McNamara said 


screening will be finer than standards 
allow, with slower intake velocity. 

Fish escape prevention measures 
are in place. The project’s five build- 
ings will be in a tsunami hazard zone 
but McNamara said the facility will 
meet “seismic and foundation design 
criteria.” 

The project site is at the former 
pulp mill property on Humboldt Bay 
and leased to Nordic by the Hum- 
boldt Bay Harbor District. 

Larry Oetker, the district's execu- 
tive director, described the vision of 
cleaning up the site and establishing 
a “marine research and innovation 
park” there. 

“This was the dream that we set out 
when we acquired the property and 
one of the major, major components 
of this was aquaculture,” he said. 

Brenda Chandler, Nordic’s interim 
CEO, said discharge treatment will be 
beyond industry standards. 

Almost all biological oxygen de- 
mand, phosphorus and suspended 
solids will be eliminated and at least 
go percent of nitrogen will be re- 
moved, she continued. 

Local environmentalists have se- 
rious doubts about whether Nordic’s 
operations will be as innocuous as de- 
scribed. Of the environmental groups 
commenting, 350 Humboldt was the 
most emphatic. Some of its members 
described the project as exploitative 
and “in direct violation of economic 
and climate justice” with a “stagger- 
ing amount” of carbon emission. 

Jennifer Knight of 350 Humboldt 


said emissions involved with asso- 
ciated sources such as production of 
fish food have erroneously been left 
out of the EIR. 

Humboldt Baykeeper, the North- 
coast Environmental Center, Hum- 
boldt Surfrider and the Coalition for 
Responsible Transportation Priorities 
also have concerns about emissions, 
impacts related to the volume, con- 
tent and temperature of discharge, 
and what’s described as the project’s 
“massive scale.” 

Supporters of the project include 
Dr. Rafael Cuevas Uribe, an aquacul- 
ture professor at Cal Poly Humboldt. 
He said Nordic’s recirculating aqua- 
culture system is “the most advanced 
that I have ever witnessed.” 

The proposed filtration system is 
on par with what’s used for drinking 
water, he continued. 

The California Aquaculture Associ- 
ation also supports the project. Tony 
Vaught, the association’s president, 
said fish farming in the U.S. hasn’t 
been adequately developed so most 
seafood is imported, with fresh fish 
from overseas facilities “flown in.” 

With the presentations and public 
comment taking up most of the hear- 
ing, commissioners had little time for 
discussion. 

But prior to the public comment 
session, Commissioner Noah Levy 
said what Nordic is proposing “has 
gone above and beyond what was 
required of it in many measures en- 
vironmentally and I applaud the ap- 
plicant for that.” 


Gateway | More meetings 
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with industrial pollution 
need to be made develop- 
able for residential use. 
She urged that alleyways 
in Gateway Area develop- 
ments be dedicated to the 
city rather than be left to 
developer control, and that 
greenscapes be empha- 
sized. 

Commissioner Kimber- 
ley White wanted more dis- 
cussion of the community 
benefits section of the GAP, 
in which developers are in- 
centivized to provide ame- 
nities in return for more 
density. She also wanted to 
resolve the divisive issue of 
building heights, specifical- 
ly the 8-story buildings al- 
lowed in the draft plan. “It’s 
breaking my heart to see 
the community divided” on 
that point, she said. 

Commissioner Dan 
Tangney noted that while 
details are yet to be final- 
ized, “the Gateway is not 
gonna look like Arcata; it’s 
really gonna be different.” 
He said more high-capac- 
ity buildings like Sorrel 


Place and Plaza Point are 
inevitable, but that prelim- 
inary drawings depicting 
human-scale design in the 
draft GAP are “wonderful.” 
The challenge to making 
those real is baking those 
standards into the form- 
based code “so that it really 
does look like some of these 
very attractive situations.” 

“T don’t know how we get 
from here to there,” Tang- 
ney said. “We still have a 
long ways to go, and it’s a 
little daunting.” 

Chair Julie Vaissade-E]l- 
cock said the design chap- 
ter should be considered 
along with community ben- 
efits. She urged a special 
meeting to consider both 
concurrently, given their 
interdependency. She also 
wanted minimum building 
sizes as well as maximums, 
and questioned some of the 
details in the draft. 

Vaissade-Elcock com- 
plained of inequity in terms 
of big developments being 
pre-approved while indi- 
vidual households improv- 
ing their properties “being 


put through the ringer.” 
She characterized the draft 
standards calling for “de- 
sign diversity and cohesive 
identity” as being in con- 
flict with a “free-for-all for 
developers.” 

Loya objected to that 
description, saying, “I’m 
not sure where these pol- 
icies are located,” he said. 
Vaissade-Elcock then back- 
tracked, saying it’s “not a 
free-for-all, that’s pushing 
it, by streamlining-by-right 
approval of structures built 
to the sidewalk’s edge. 

Loya sought to clarify 
several points. A second 
design meeting will take 
place after more commu- 
nity design work, he said. 
That will offer insights into 
form-based code imple- 
mentation, of which there 
are good and bad examples. 
He defended the GAP’s 
community amenities sec- 
tion as listing “values and 
ideas” that, once finalized, 
would be included in the 
form-based code. 

That code, he said, rep- 
resents an opportunity to 
impose stringent standards 
on development in their 


initial stages. Vaissade-El- 
cock was concerned that 
two massive and neighbor- 
ing developments which fit 
the criteria could be auto- 
matically approved, even if 
not cohesive. Loya said cur- 
rent standards lend them- 
selves to just such a situa- 
tion, but that the new code 
could convey community 
desires with better fidelity 
and provide “a lot better 
opportunity for having a 
more thoughftful design 
from an architect.” 

Tackling head-on the 
dire projections of some 
Gateway critics, Loya said, 
“This isn’t designed to 
streamline things for devel- 
opers so that they get filthy 
rich and we get stuck with 
ugly buildings.” He pointed 
out that the high-density 
buildings to which many 
object were created via the 
traditional discretionary 
review. 

“I do think we have the 
resources to convey real 
clearly what our design 
requirements are for the 
community,” Loya said. “I 
wouldn't let the perfect be 
the enemy of the good.”

She’s the daughter of 
long-time Crabs board 
member Larry Zerlang. 

And she worked for

counts and taking tickets.” 

She knows her crusta- 
ceans. 

And she is the creative 
mind behind the beloved 
mascot, Crusty Crab. 

Little kids and big kids 
love having their photo- 
graph taken with Crusty. 
When Crusty walks around 
the ballpark, he’s surround- 
ed by children. 

“Tt really is awesome to 
see all these kids flock to- 
wards him,” she said. 

Sometime around 2012 
or 2013, Crusty 
was born. 

“They had crab 
hats and my dad 
said, ‘you ought 
to make a mas- 
cot.’ I didn’t even 
know where to 


begin,” Zerlang 
explained. 
“Latners Up- 


holstery gave me 

the foam scraps. 

I carved them with a tur- 
key knife,” she said. “I did 
the feet first. It took a lot of 
thinking and playing with 
the materials.” 

Zerlang describes her- 
self as alway being “crafty.” 
But creating a mascot was a 
challenge. 

“I didn’t even know 
where to start,” she said. 
“Making a creature that 
walks on its belly stand up- 
right was a challenge.” 

She started laying out 
fabric and working with the 
foam.

Finkelstein has good 
qualifications 
or the task as 
she graduated in 
Child Develop- 
ment from Cal 
Poly Humboldt 
in 2020. She gets 
the fun job of or- 
ganizing the sack 
races, the leap- 
frog races, and 
the crab races 
along the third 
base line during the games. 
She also coordinates the 
chance for kids to run the 
bases after the end of every 
Sunday game. 

“We'll ask who wants 
to be Crusty and everyone 
takes a turn — different se- 
curity members and even a 
volunteer, Jason Ball,” she 
said. 

Crab Gab caught up with

may not be the case. “If you 
ask my dad, he'll say that 
the name is Crustella, af- 
ter me,” Ella Zerlang said, 
laughing. 
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ARCATA — When Garri- 
son Finck took the mound 
Saturday night at the Ar- 
cata Ballpark, the Crabs, 
holding a 10-0 lead, were 
cruising toward another 
victory, and in the midst 
of a dominant display of 
pitching stretching back 
to mid-July.

Well, the Big Developer, exud- 
ing smugness as Big as the inves- 
tor wealth he controls, at some 
meeting or other, brags that he can 
do what he wants on the land that 
he has purchased because “this is 
not California where you have to 
do what you're told; this is Mon- 
tana where you do what you want.”

developer’s property, so the town 
is left off the hook for having to 
supply that commodity. 

It looks like Nature will win 
(pristine waters flow 
forever.) The developer 
will win (make a lot of 
money.) The Town will 
win (get the housing.) 

Even the Native 
Americans will win, at 
least this time, as the 
deal will bring in more 
customers for their ca- 
sino. The tribe’s pres- 
ident (as wise as he 
is experienced in the 
white man’s ways) has 
a long-range plan for all 
the money they'll be making from 
the casino, that is, to one day buy 
out John Dutton. 

So much for the Dutton Clan. 

Wait a minute. What was that 
explosion up there in the moun- 
tains on the Dutton Ranch?

Cannabis reform needed 
Petition for Signatures for the 
Humboldt Cannabis Reform Initiative 

As the county issues more cannabis per- 
mits, social and environmental impacts on 
the county will only increase further to ex- 
pand water deprivation of watersheds and 
rivers and degrade health, safety, and wel- 
fare of rural neighborhoods. Four years ago, 
county supervisors set a cap of at least 3,500 
total permits, which is more than double the 
present number (perhaps 1,400). 

Despite the current cannabis market 
down-turn and over-supply, the county 
Grand Jury wants the county to accelerate 
approval of 900 permit applications that 


are now under consideration. Our water- 
sheds, rivers, and rural residents cannot 
withstand a doubling of cannabis cultiva- 
tion, especially associated with large-scale 
industrial operations. 

The Humboldt Cannabis Reform Ini- 
tiative addresses current and future can- 
nabis-related water shortages and social 
problems by capping the total number of 
permits to about the present number, halt- 
ing new permits for large-scale industri- 
al operations, limiting diversion of water 
from streams and wells, mandating inspec- 
tions, and improving enforcement. 

The public would have more voice in 
approval; public hearings could no longer 
be waived, neighbors would be notified of 
applications, and the public could be at the 
table for permit renewals. 

The measure would prevent more de- 
struction of fish and wildlife by reducing 
the future permit cap previously imposed 
by Supervisors, as well as by helping reduce 
harm being done by non-compliance oper- 
ations currently permitted. 

Please consider signing the petition so 
that the measure can get on the June 2023 
ballot. The petition can be signed at Farm- 
ers’ Markets and the Humboldt County Fair, 
and is available at cannabisinitiative.org .

Time to change, evolve 


Just last week, I started counting my old 
campaign signs and resources for re-elec- 
tion, meeting with my campaign manager 
and securing endorsements. 

While my position at the City has pro- 
vided me with plenty of ups and downs, I 
never entertained the thought of not run- 
ning again. So, in a way, I’m as surprised 
as many of you to announce that I am not 
seeking a second term as mayor of Eureka. 

As a reminder, the position of mayor is 
a part-time job. I also work full-time as the 
Program Director for the Arcata Econom- 
ic Development Corporation (AEDC). In 
this position, I work regionally on issues 
around economic development. My love 
for this work ultimately led to running for 
Mayor in the first place. 

At AEDC, I can collaborate with others 
to work on systemic problems around our 
community needs. I can also develop pro- 
grams that serve the needs in the work- 
force, housing, health care, childcare and 
climate change as well as support and cel- 
ebrate our small businesses and young en- 
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trepreneurs. 

With the pandemic affecting the econ- 
omy in so many ways, organizations like 
AEDC have become a way to get funding 
directly into communities. For AEDC, and 
me specifically, that meant one nearly $5M 
allocation of ARPA funds from Humboldt 
County to distribute to the childcare indus- 
try through a variety of programs. We're 
well positioned to receive two more $5M 
grants for regional economic development 
work in the next several months. Clearly, 
this influx of capital is going to take a con- 
siderable amount of my time and focus. 

When I started serving as mayor, my 
work at AEDC was easily manageable. Now, 
it is much more consuming, but impactful 
in ways I have always dreamed it could be. 
Given the growing workload, I had to hon- 
estly ask myself if running for another term 
was the best option. I realized it would not 
be the best for me, and — more importantly 
— I don’t think it would be best for the City 
of Eureka. 

I really love being mayor. I have been 
privileged to have such a supportive coun- 
cil to work with. I have always been im- 
pressed that each member has had a vari- 
ety of perspectives, but a similar vision for 
the future of Eureka. We have had times 
when we didn’t agree on policies or practic- 
es, but everyone remained respectful, even 
behind the scenes. 

I have also been honored to work with 
the staff at the City of Eureka. I have never 
known a more hard-working group of pub- 
lic servants. I have not met anyone on staff 
who isn’t doing an incredible, sometimes 
inconceivable, amount of work with a gen- 
uine desire to serve the City of Eureka. 

I love Eureka and the exciting opportu- 
nities I see in the near future. Without a 
doubt, I will stay engaged after the election, 
but in a different way. I may be working re- 
gionally, but Eureka is my home of choice, 
the coolest town on the North Coast, and 
I will continue to be an advocate for our 
prosperous future.
